was usually so great as to ren- 
der my speech too incoherent 
to be properly appreciated, and 
the consequence was, that I 
generally left in tears, and with 
a feeling of disgust at the inhu- 
manity ot man, and also a feel- 
ing that I had been standing 
with my back close to the fire, 
tor those discussions, even if 
somewhat disconnected, were 
sufficiently heated to warm the 
blood of the coldest natured. 
You can understand therefore 
my trepidation in coming be-

I feel that the proper thing, 
in fact the humane thing, for me 
to do would be to read the Riot 
act, and order you to disperse? 
You know, of course you do, for 
school teachers are expected to 
know everything, and more too, 
that a riot at the common law 
has been defined by an emi- 
nent authority (Biggstaff, I be- 
lieve) as a disturbance of the 
peace, by three or more persons 
assembling together, with an 
intent to aid, comfort, and en- 
courage one another, against 
all opponents, in the execution 
of some enterprise, whether 
lawful or unlawful, and after- 
wards executing the same in a 

VIOLENT MAN NEK SO as to EX- 
CITE TERROR. 

None will deny that this is 
the purpose of your meeting, 
and some are already smiling 
over the consternation their 
presence in the school room is 
going to create, and I most ear- 
nestly desire on that account to 
impress upon you the golden 
rule, before you begin to im- 
press the wooden one upon the 
trembling urchins so soon to be 
turned over to your tender (?) 
mercies. The application of the 
latter rule, to the scholar, 
whether fundamental or other- 
wise, will certainly make him 
smart for awhile, but it doesn't 
last. I know this from my own 
experience as well as from the 
experience, of others, for 
have two gentlemen now on our 
Board of Trustees, whose names 
I will not mention, merely call- 
ing one "Doc" and the other 
•'Judge," who all* thought 
would make the most brilliant 
men of their day and genera- 
tion, for the teacher loved 
them— oft invited the m— t o 
walk up to his desk, and made 
them smart two or three times a 
day, and his rule was a good 
one, for "it worked both ways, " 
but it only seemed to puff the 
boys up a little and no one en- 
vied them the attention they 
received, yet we knew it was 
bad policy thus to single ou1 
one or two for special favors, 
when there were others just as 
deserving, and that leads me to 
suggest that you attempt as 
best you can to imitate the Ox- 
ford Alderman, who in replying 
to a toast said "he would try 
to administer justice, without 
swerving to partiality on the 
one hand, or impartiality on 
the other," or as the Celtic 
member of our Board so fre- 
quently and appropriately re- 
marks, "We should all strive to 
tread the narrow path which 
lays between right and wrong, " 
for favoritism in school is fatal 
e to teacher and to favorite. 
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eting memories of blun- 
and mistakes, can with 
complacency, suggest, ad- 
se. Occupying 



remuneration, is for you not to 
attempt the peninsular act- 
don t stretch out to see. It has 
been suggested that a blind 
teacher would be the proper 
thing, he would see so much 
less and have so much more 
feeling for his — I was about to 
say pupils, but in the case of a 
blind man, scholars would 
sound better. As a general 
thing teachers see too much. 
Not that they are so wide 
awake, but rather argus eyed 
(whatever that means,) for in 
looking through the desk in one 
of the rooms 

building recently, I found balls, 
tops, marbles, strings, matches, 
pictures, pencils, fish hooks, 
bottles, nails, chewing gum, 
and all the other impedimenta 
of an irrepressible school boy, 
and it was hard to restrain the 
tears when looking over this 
motley collection, producing as 
it did a vision of wet lashes and 
flushed faces, the mute repre- 
sentatives of a hundred heart- 
aches, and I wished that one 
teacher at least had been less 
observant, and I feel that it 
would be well if

As Dryden has said, mildness, 
tenderness and good nature are 
the bread of mankind, the verit- 
able staff of life, and the 
teacher, no matter what other 
acquirements may be possessed, 
who is lacking in affability and 
sympathy is out of place in 
charge of children of any age. 

The most serious fault with teach- 
erp. especially the younger women, 
is they do not seem to have selected 
teaching as au avocation, but as a 
mere temporary means ot support, 
'till young Lochinvar or the old man 
comes along and carries them oil 
noleus-volens, mpgtgeuerallv volens. 
iMatri-money will pass all right If 
not counterfeit, but there are mauy 
false bills in circulation as we 
gather from the newspapers as well 



as from b«ing taken in by them our- 
selves, mid it is advisable for marri- 
ageaDle teachers to understand that 
there are hardly enough good men 
left to go around. In fact it strikes 
me that the best, have all been TA-

better to bestow the bulk of your at- 
tention and blandishments on your 
schools.

$25,000 Worth of Property Con 
snmed In a Few Minntea. 



OBJECT LESSON— WATERWORKS 



On last Wednesday evening about 
10.15 o'clock the lire alarm was turned 
in, when it was discovered that the
